All were 
attacked both coming and returning 
nbou^ one o'clock this morning.- 
. "Rajders again appeared over the 
Ixmdon district. Somb people claim to 
fiayo scon many of tho airplanes but 
they wero Quickly lost sight of in the 
luizo and after dropping bombs - tho 
raiders returned seaward. They were 
located at n, height of nine thousand 
feet by search-light. Tho official state- 
ment says it is possible that as many 
os twenty machines took part .In tho 
raid, coming singly or in groups of two 
or three, making It difficult to'estimate 
their number with accuracy.

airplanes crossed tho south coast over 
a wide area. Many bombs wero dropped 
In the coast district.

the transfer and later-ho fifed for- ex- 
emption, stating that'ho was in charge 
of^the William. A. Reed memorial com- 
munity house and Memorial Commuril-" 
ty church. To support his claim ho 
requested a "certificate from Charles R. 
Ilrown, dean of tho School of'Religions. 
Yale University,:. at New Haven' to 
show that he was a student there on a 
certain date.

Jlevo to bo unjust, -rhave' folt. there- 
fore, that J could not assist men In 
seeking exemption from-tho service 
of the country on that ground. Trust-

advantage makes a suggestion that is at least partly good. Hd 
has noticed that there are days when the supply of produce]: 
exceeds,the demand, and it has occurred to him that when any' 
farmer or-gardener is unable to sell all of his load it would be' 
nice if he would give the remainder to the charitable inslitii- 
.tions of thecity or sell it tb them at nominal rales. Something 
.along this line has .already been done by at least one gardener, 
the writer says, and he is of the opinion that there must be 
others willing-to do the 'same thing, once their attention is 
called to the subject. He says very truthfully that none of the 
>products should be allowed to go to waste. 


'This suggestion is \v,qrthy of.attention wherever and when- 


ever the markets are found to be ^overstocked, but, after all, 
should be grpwer's of fruits and vegetables be asked to make 
ail of the sacrifice? 
It is true that every city has its charitable 


'institutions which would be only too glad to be provisioned for 


. 'nothing or at very low cost, and which are deserving of all the 


• attention their communities can give them; nevertheless the 
farmers and gardeners must livejf tfiere are to be crops an- 
other year, and they cannot live and continue to do. business 
unless they receive reasonable returns for their products. 


Without doubt.most of them would, in the case of glutted 


. 
markets, be willing to:do their share toward preventing waste 
by supplying charitable institutions'at very moderate rates, 
but it would be no more than fair for the people of the cities 
to be thus benefited to bear a share of the burden, and thus 
leave (lie farmers and gardeners on a living basis. 


Last spring there was a loud call for extra efforts along the 


line of food production and "the response was general and 
generous. The result is just such an abundance as the country 
desired, and if this experience is to be repeated next year 


. there must be fair returns to the tillers of the soil, who will hot
